With the spittle bug emerging in 
the southern part of the county, 
County Agricultural Agent Frank S 
Zettle today announced plans for a 
spittle bug control demonstration 
Wednesday afternoon at 2 o’clock at 
the farm of Howard Waybright, 
Gettysburg R. I. 
Similar demonstrations

of the county. The insect, Zettle 
said, may reduce hay yields up to 
50 per cent. Those wishing to spray 
may use. per acre, in high pressure 
sprayers, two pounds of benzene 
hexachloride, IO to 12 per cent 
gamma isomar wettable power, or 
three pounds of 40 per cent tox- 
aphene. In emulsion concentrates, 
for use in either high pressure or 
low pressure sprayers, one quart of 
benzene hexachloride, IO per cent 
gamma isomar, one quart of 60 per 
cent toxaphine or two quart* of a 
25 per cent Methoxychor. As a dust. 
30 pounds of one per cent gamma 
isomer, benzene hexachloride or 30 
pounds of five per cent toxaphene 
may be used

sprayers 
should 
be 
cleaned 
by running a quart of 
ammonia in 50 gallons of water 
through the sprayer, leaving part of 
the ammonia solution to remain in 
the sprayer overnight, Zettle said.
